BAYARD TO BECERRA. 


The Secretary of State Answers the Oolom- 

bian Mi: ister as to Piratical Sh'ps. 
, Waserneton,April 26.—Seeretary Bayard re- 
+ ently received e letter from Senor Becerra, the 
Colombian minister here, announcing that the 
Colombian government had issued decrees 
closing the ports of Panama, Sa}anilla, Santa 
Marta and Beranquilla to foreign com- 
merece on account of their being 
in possession of .the  instrgents, 
and virtually declaring the insurgent 
vestels engaged in hostile operations against 
Cartegene to be pirates. . 

Secretary Bayard has replied in a long com- 
munication in which he says: 

1. That this government, following the re- 
ceived tenenta of international law, does not 
admit that the decree of a sovereign govern- 
ment closing certain national ports in pos- 
session of foreign § enemies or 
of insurgents, has any international 
effect unless sustained by a bloekade force 
sufficient to practically close such* ports. 

2. That the government of the United States 
cannot regard #6 piratical, vessels manned by 
partics in arms against the government 
of the United States of Colombia, when 
euch vereels are passing to and from por's 
held by such insurgents, or even whe attack- 
ing ports in possession of the national govera- 
ment. Whateyer may be the demerits of 
versels in the power of the insurgents, or 
whatever may be the eta‘ues of those 
manrivg them, under the municipal law of 
Co'ombia, if they be brought by act of the 
national governm<«nt within operation of 
that law, there can be no question that such 
vessela when engaged as above stated, are not 
by the lew of nations pirates; nor can they be 


MOVING AGAINST LOGAN. 


Republicans of the Legislature Waiting a 
. New Caucus, 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., April 26.—When Genoral 
Logen-heard that Senato: Torrance had writ- 
ten a leiter tothe repubiican “steering” com- 
mittee criticising its course, he was greatly 
alarmed and immediately set about discover- 
ing the probable cause, and later on, fell into 
astudy ofthe probable result. Many ofthe 
members are now much more = willing 
to speak freely regarding the 
senatcrship than they -were previcus to its 
publication. There isa demand, andit will 
be made evident at no very distant date, and 
in no very flattering and indistinct manner, 
that General Logan should acknowledge to the 
republicans of the house and senate who have 
supported him that it has been plainly shown 
that he cannot be elected by 102 republicans 
with 102 democrats voting against them; and 
further, that even when there were but 101 
demccrats arrayed in opposition he 
failed to grasp the prize. In view of this state 
of effairs the only proper course left for Logan 
to pursue is to ask that a new caucus be called 
aud some new names be discussed. If is 
not deemed probable that Logan will vol- 


| anteer to adviso a new caucus, or wiil even 


submit graciously to the request for one. 
This idea is scouted as being absurd. Not 
9 member of the thirty-fourth general assem- 
bly believes fora moment that Logan would 
willingly consentto such a move. That is 
one of the most powerful arguments being 
used against him—that he holds himself as 
above the party, and expects that he shall be 
served first and the party afterward. 


POLITICS IN OHIO, 


fhe Republican Preferemess fer tie Noxt 
Governor, 

CLEVELAND, April 26.—The  Plaindealer 
publishes interviews with the leading mem- 
bers of the republican party all over the state 
in regard to their preferences for governor 
this fall. There seems to be a great unanim- 
ity in favor of the nomination of Judge 
J. B. Foraker, of Cincinnati, who was the 
nominee of the party two years ago, and was 
beaten by Governor Hoadly on account of the 
liquor question coming so prominently to the 
front. The party leaders feel confident of 
succcss this fall and desire to give Foraker an- 
other chance. Next to Foraker comes General 
Beatty, of Columbus, and General ICennedy, of 
Belleiontaine. Ofthe members of the Ohio 
senate questioned all except two favor For- 
aker, and the house stands 25 for Foraker, 5 
for Beatty, and 5 for Kennedy. It now seems 
probable that Foraker will be nominated, 
which indicates that .ex-Governor Foster has 
not lost his grip on state politics, and that he 
svill be quite likely tosucceed John Sherman 
as United Stetes senator in case the republi- 
cals carry the state. 
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MINERS BURIBD IN SNOW. 


Eleven Miners Supposed to Have Perished 
in a Snow Slide, 

Denver, April 26.—A Leadville dispatch to 
the Tribune-Republican says that intelligeace 
reached there yesterday afternoon that eleven 
men, working in the Homestake mine, on 
Eagle river, had been buried in a snow slide. 
Within an houra special train, carrying re- 
lief, Jeft for the scene of the disaster. Arriving 
at 2 point nearest the mine, the party was 
met by a crowd of excited miners who 
informed them it was useless to attempt to 
reach the mine through the soft snow, even 
with snow shoes, at that time of day. The 
party were convinced of the impossibility of 
proceeding and returned to Leadville, whenee 
they would repeat the trip early this morning, 
when it was hoped the snow would bear the 
weight of men. 

Another dispatch, dated Tennessee Pass, 
says that news reached there at midnight of a 
snow slide near that place in which eleven 
miners were supposed to have perished. 

The men had been working in the Home- 
stake mine and nothing having been heard 
from them for a fortnight, a man named 
Frank Sanderson started out to ascertain if 
any harm had befallen them. 

On arriving at the flat,where two cabins had 
stood in whith the men lived, Sanderson 
found everything buried by a deep snow- 
slide, which had evidently come down in the 
dead of night. Notasign of life was to be 
seen in any direction. There is no doubt but 
that the whole party has been buried alive. 
A large rescuing party has left for the scene. 
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A VILLAGE PROSTRATED. 


A Feariul Epidemic TurnsitIntoaTowa of 
Mournixg. 

Witxesparre, Pa., April 26.—The fright- 
ful epidemic prevailing at Plymouth has 
practically stopped all business in thet towa, 
except at drug stores and undertaking estab- 
lishments. Six deaths from typhoid malarial 
fever have taken place since yesterday, aud 
nine funerals were held to-day. Tne whole 
town sppears to be in mourning. 

Ata meeting of the borough council last 
night the cause of the pestilence was fully dis- 
cussed, and it was decided to clean the streets, 
alleys and backyards at once. When this 
work’ is accomplished the project for the 
building of sewers throughout the towa will 
be submitted to a vote of the people. The water 
company of the village having made a careful 
investigation have notified the council that 
they weresupplying pure, wholesome waver, 
and that one chief cauce of the epidemic was 
that alarge portion of the villsge was sup- 
plied with water from wells wied had be- 
a+ ene sl fell in Plymouth and its 
vicinity early this morning and did much to- 
ward cleaving the filthy streets, thus creating 
a more hopeful feeling. If the raia 1s foi- 
lowed by colder weather noxious and tever- 
breedipg odors may be eradicsted.

RUSSIAN FORCES CONGREGATING 
NEAR AFGHANISTAN.

iwenty Thousand Russien Soldiers Assembicd 
Across the Caspian—The Movements for Peace 
~Probasbility of a Caucassian Revolt 
Against Russia in Uase of War. 

St. Pererssvure, April 26.—During the past 
month the Russian military authorities have 
sent ten thousand troops across the Caspian 
sea from Baku. Of these, six thousand landed 
at Chikislar, and four thoosand at Mrosnoyo- 
dok. Two thousand additional men were sent 
trom Turkesmont to Merv. 

Prior to the dispatch of these reinforcements 
there were eight thousand men stationed in 
the trans-Caspian territory. Merv 1s the near- 
est point to Afghanistan, where there is a large 
Russian force stationed, the garrison now aum- 
bering six thousand mén. 

M. DeGiers, Russian foreign minister, is 
reported to have advised that in the event of 
England proving an obstacle in her claims 
regarding Afghanistan, Baron DeStaal, Rus- 
tian embassador at London, be recalled, aud 
diplomatic negotiation sundered. 

A RUSSIAN GAZETTE URGES PEACE. 

The Moscow Gazette has an extremely 
peaceful article dwelling upon the beneficial! 
results of harmonious co-operation between 
England and Russia, and which it says would 
better serve the interests of both nations than 
would recourse to arms. 

It urges the two governments to cease bran- 
dishing swords. The ameer, if remarks, is 
sione amongthe Afghans in desiring an alli- 
ance with England.

BURNING THE WOODS. 


How the Old Man Fired the Woods for a 
Calf Burn.

I den’t think lever saw a wiregrass pony 
thet didn’t get kinder gumpy and refuse to 
eat the regulation corn and fodder along about 
the time for the springing of the grass; nor 
have I ever known an old ranger that was con- 
tented with life in a thickly settled place, to 
be hedged about physically with walls and 
fences, and mentally by the irksome conven- 
tionalities of society. 

Toward the last of February my grandfath- 
er, who was a typical ranger of wiregrass 
Georgia, would set a day for firing the woods. 


Mounted on his favorite nag with his long cow 
whip slung over his shoulder he would start 
out. Soon the smoke would begin to rise. “‘The 
old man is firing the woods for a calf burn,” 
the boys would say; and everybody would 
prepare forthe emergency. Though several 
‘miles off you could teil the course he was pur- 
suing by the line of smoke. After awhile we 
would see him coming at the top of his speed 
yelling like an Indian, his face as red as fire. 
‘Look out for your fence, the fire is coming in 
on the reugh.” 

After a piece of woods has escaped the torch 
for a eeason itis calleda “‘rough,” and if it 
lies several seasons unburned it is an old rough 
sure enough. The wiregrass is so tough that 
it doesn’t rot easily, but the eld blades remain 
and the new ones spring up and overlap them 
forming great tufts that often remain compar- 
atively dry aftera pretty hard rain. These 
old roughs are nice hiding places for snakes 
and other small vermin. Grandpa says they 
breed ticks and horse flies. Thereis a faint 
suspicion that the old man is rather glad that 
it is likely to get swinged off. There is now 
‘fire out” on every side. Great villowy clouds 
of smoke writhe and twist and roll away. The 
wind is rising as it always does when the 
woods are fired, The afternoon sun is half way 
down to where the green trees and the blue 
esky meet,but his brightness is eclipsed by tha 
smoke from grandpa’s ‘‘calf burn.” 

Here we go helter skelter old and young for 
we must seve the old rough, for it reaches 
close up to the “‘new ground” fence, and it is 
too late in the season to split rails. We are 
soon in sight of the fire. It is steadily advan- 
cing with a muffled roar mingled with the 
cracking of the gall berry bushes and ever and 
anon it goes whirling up the trunk of some 
tall pine which for a momentis a column of 
fire a hundred feet high. Kaitydids, grasshop- 
pers and small birds are alarmed and rise “" 
are caught by a gurrent of air ang go whirligg 
away in thesmoke. The sparrow-hawks are 
swooping around right and left securing the 
titbits of barbecued grasshopper. 

The fire has nearly reached the old rough 
and each man and boy breaks down a pine 
sapling end uses its bushy top as an extin- 
guisher, beating and thrashing around tor 
dear lite. They fight bard, and at sunset they 
begin to congratulate themselves on the pros- 
pect of a hard earned victory, but, alas! an eid 
dead tree has been smouldering for hours and 
now it burst into a light blaze, a whirl of wind 
sends a shower of sparks away out into the 
middle of the old rough and in a twinkling the 
whole ridge is a mass of seething, crackling, 
roaring flame. Grandpa whoops and yells and 
seems wofully beset but there is a sly twinkle 
in his eye. 

Ab! it is a glorious sight. And with grin- 
ning faces we stand and watch the exultant 
flames as they sweep through the darkening 
woods. The fence is lost but what do we boys 
care? With a handful of burning grass we 
draw fiery lines on the hill side. We watch 
our fire as it meets grandpa’s fire and clap our 
hands if our fire leaps the highest. 

Then we return to our suppers and leave the 
fire to burn as it listeth. 

After supper we gather on the piazza and 
gaze et the beautiful scene. The woods ordin- 
arily so quiet and still is nowa busy city. On 
every side we see the glimmer of thousands of 
lights from the burning stumps. Away down 
in the east the full moon rises with its big 
round face as red as blood, and its silver light 
struggling in vain to penetrate the pall of 
smoke that hangs over the earth. In an ad- 
jacent pend the horrid frogs are making merry 

music, and we can already smack our lips in 
anticipetion of fresh milk that has a delicious 
taste of the sweet young grass about it.

Shesyetematically decoyed him 
ewey until pow he attends neither this nor 
any other church, and is on a rapid way to 
destruction, his morals gone, his money gone, 
and, 1 fear, his soul gone. Letany Christian 
wile rejcice when her husband consecrates 
evenings to the service of God, or to charity or 
to art or to anything elevated; but let not men 
sacrifice home life to club life. I have the 
rolis of the members of a great many of the 
prominent clubs of these cities, and I can 
point out to you a great many names of men 
who are guilty of this sacrilege. They are as 
genial es angels at theclub house and as ugly as 
sin at home. They are generous on all sub 

jects of wine suppers, yachts and fast horses, 
but they sre stingy about the wife’s dress and 
the children’s thoes.

i tell you there are thousands of houses in 
Brooklyn and New York being clubbed to 
denth! There sre club houses in those cities 
where membership always involves domestic 
shipwreck. Tell me that aman has joined a 
certain club, teil me nothing more about him 
for ten years, and I will write his history if he 
be still alive. The manisa wine guzzler, his 
wife broker.-hearted or prematurely old, his 
fortune gone or reduced and bis home a mere 
Lame in a directory. Here are six secular 
nighis inthe week. “What shall [ do with 
them?’ says the father and the husband. “I 
will give four of those nights to the improve- 
ment and entertainment of my family, cither 
at home or in good neighborhood; I will de- 
vote one to charitable institutions; 1 will 
devote one to the club.” I congratulate you. 
Hereisaman who says: ‘*] will makea 
dilierent division of the six nights. I will 
take three for the club and three tor other 
purposes.” I tremble. Here is a man who 
saye: “Outoftke six secular nights of the 
week, I will devote five to the club house and 
onetothe home, which night I will spend 
in scowling like a March squall, wishing I 
was outspending itas { had spent the other 
five.” Thet man’sobituary is written. -Not 
one out of ten thousand that ever gots so far 
on the wrong road ever stops. Gradually his 
health will fail through late hours,and through 
too much stimulus. He will be first rate prey 
for erysipelas and rheumatism of the 
heart. The doctor coming in will at a glance 
see it is notonly present disease he must fight, 
but years of fest living. The clergyman, tor 
the take of the feelings of the family, on the 
funeral day will only talk on religious gener- 
alities. Tne men who got his yacht into the 
eternal revids will not be at the obsequies, 
They will have pressing engagements that 
day. They will send flowers to the ecollin-lid 
and send their wives to utter words of sympa- 
thy, but they will have engagements else- 
where: they never come, Bring me mallet 
end chisel and [I will cut on_ the 
tombstune that man’s epiiaph: “Slecsed 
are the deed who die in the 
Lord.” “No,” you say, ‘‘that would not be 
appropriate.”’ ‘“‘Let mediethe death of the 
righteous, and let my last end be like his,” 
“No,” you say, “that would not be appropri- 
ate.” Then give me the mallet and the 
chiseland I will cut an honest epitaph: 
‘‘Here lies the victim of a dissipating club 
house!’ I think that damage is ‘often’ done 
by tke scious of some aristocratic family who 
belong to one of these dissipating club houses. 
People coming up from humble classes teel it 
an honor to belong to the sameclub, forgetting 
the fact that many ofthe sons and grandsons 
of the large commercial establishments of tho 
last generation are now, as to mind, imbecile;

Another test by which you can find whether 
your club is legitimate or illegitimate—the et- 
fect it has on your secular occupation. Icaua 
understand how, through such an institution, 
aman can reach commercial successes. 
know some men have formed their best busi- 
ness relations through such achannel. Ifthe 
club has advantaged you in an honorable call- 
ing, itis a legitimate club. Bat has your 
credit failed? Are bargain makers more cau- 
ticus how they trust you with a bill of goods? 
Have the men whose names were down 
in the commercial agency A I1 _ be- 
fore they entered the club been going 
down since in commercial standing? 
Then look out! You andI every day know of 
commercial establishments going to ruin 
through the social excesses of one or two mem- 
bers. Their fortunes beaten to death with 
ball players’ bat or cut amidships by the front 
prow of the regatta, or going down under the 
swift hoofs of the tast horses, or drowned in 
large potations of cognac and Monongehala. 
Their club house was the “Loch Earn.” 
Their business house was the ‘Ville de 
Havre.” They struck, and the “Ville de 
Havre” weut under. 

A third test by which you may know wheth- 
er the club to which you belong or the club 
to whose membership youare invited isa 
legitimate clubor an illegitimate club, is this: 
W bat is its effect on your sense of moral and 
religious obligations? Now, it I shoul take 
the names of ail the people inthis audience 
this mornivg and put them on a roli and then 
I should lay tbat roll back of this organ, and 
a hundred years from now some one shouid 
take that roi] and callitfrom ato z, there 
would not one of you answerand say that 
any association that mia kes ne 
forget thet fact isa bad associativoa.

oto Chicaco I am sometimes perplexed at 
uffalc, as I suppo-e many travelers are, 8s to 
whether it is better to take the Lake Shore 
route orthe Michigan Central, equally expe- 
diticus and equally safe, getting at the desti- 
nation atthesame time. But suppose I hear 
that on onc route thetrack is torn up and the 
bridges are torn down and the switches are 
unlocked. It will not take me a creat whne 
to decide which road to take. Now, here are 
two roads into the future, the Christian and 
the unchristian, thesaie and the unsafe. Any 
institution or any association that confuses my 
idea in regard to that factis a bad institution 
nd a bad association. : 
I had prayers before I joined the club. Did 
I have en afier? I attended the house o: 
God before I connected myself with the clad. 
Since that union with the club do 
I absent myself from religious infla- 
ences? Which would you rether have ia 
your hand whea you come to - die, 
a pack of cards or a Bible? Which would you 
rather have preased to your lips in the menne 
moment, the cup of Belshazzarean wassal, or 
{he chalice of Christian communion? Who 
would you rather have for your pall- bearers, 
the elders of a. Christian church or the com- 
anions * hove conversation was full of slaug 
innuendo? Who would you rather have for 
eternal co i men whospend 
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tle child, that bright girl whom the Lord 
took? Ob, you would not bave been away 39 
much at nights, would you, if yon had koowa 
she was goingaway eo frorn? Dear me, your. 
house has never been thesame since. Yuur wife 
hes never brightened up. Sbe hes not got 
over it; she never will get over it. How lusg 
the evenings ste with no one to pul to bet and 
ho one to tell the beautiful Bible story; what 
a pity it is that you cannot spend more even- 
ings at home in trying to help her bear that 
sorrow! Youcsn never drown that grief in 
the wirecup. You can never break away 
irom tke little arms that used to be 
sround your neck when she used to say: ‘Pa- 
pa; do ttay home to-night; do stay home to- 
tight,’ You will never be able to wive from 
your lips the dying kiss of your little girl. 

he fascination of a dissipating club house 
is 80 great that sometimes a man has turned 
bis back on his home when his chi!d was dying 
of scarlet fever. He went away. Before he 
got back at midnight the eyes had been 
closed, the undertaker had done his work and 
the wife,-worn out with threes weeks watching, 
ley urconecious in the next room. Then the 
returned father comes up stairs and he sees 
the credle gone and the windows up, and says: 
“What's the matter?” Inthe judgment day 
be will find out wheat was the matter. O, man 
astray, God help you! 

J deplore thisruin the more because this 
style of dissipation is taking dowa our finest 
men. The admission fee sifts out the penuri- 
ous and takes only those who are ca'led tha 
best fellows. Oh, how changed 
s0 hind to your wife as you used to be; not 80 
petient with your children. Your conseience 
is Dot so much atrest. You laugh more now 
ard sivg louder than once but are not half so 
happy. 
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once, go home at 
o’clock with an unnatura! 
upon your cheek and a strange color 
eye that you got atthe elub. You: 
knowledge that you feel queer. Yo 
champagne never intoxicates; that it 
hiiarates, makes the conversation 
sbakes up the bumor, and has no bad 
except a headachenextday. Be not deceived. 
Champagne may not, like whisky, throw a 
men under the table; but if, through anything 
you drink, yon gain an unnatural fluency of 
epecch and glow of feeling, you are simply 
drupk, If those imperiled were heartless 
young men, etingy young men, I would 
sorry as I am; but 
there are many of them generous to a 
fault, frank, honest, cheerful, talented. I be- 
grudge the devileuch a prize. After awhile 
these persons will lose all the frankness and 
honor for which they are now distinguished. 
Their countenances will get haggard, and in- 
stead of looking vue in the eye when thoy taik 
they will look down, After awhile when the 
mother kindly asks: “‘What kept you out so 
late?” they wili make no answer, or will say:

A revoiving Drummond light on the front 
of a locomotive casts it’s gleam through the 
darkness as it is turned around; so I catch up 
the Jamp of God’s truth and turn it around 
until its tremendous glare flashes into all the 
club houses of our cities. Flee the presence of 
disipating club houses.“‘Paid yourmoney?’’Sae- 
rifice that rather than your soul.“Good fellows” 
are they? They cannot say what they are 
under such influences. Mollusca live two 
hundred fathoms down in the Norwegian 
seas. The Siberian stag grows fat 
on the stunted growth of Altacian 
peaks. The Hedysarium thrives amid the 
desolation of Sabara. Tufts of osier and birch 
grow on the hot lips of volcanic Schneehaltea. 
But good character and a useful life thrive 
eainid clubroom dissipations—never! The best 
way to make a wild beast cower is to look him 
in the eye, but the best way to treat the tempta- 
tions I have described isto turn your back and 
fly! Oh, my heart aches! I see mon strug- 
gling to get out of the serfdom of bad 
hebits and I wantto help them. I have knelt 
with them and heard their cry for help.

The French 
conful-general notified the French 
gevernment, and the new French minister 
of foreign affairs, M. de Freycinet, at once 
demanded full reparation from the Egyp- 
tian government.

Without 
the case, it seems, or at 
least without discussipg the case on its 
merits, M. de Freycinet straightway de- 
manded the reopening of the newspaper 
office, and the punishment of the policemen 
who bad suppressed it. Nubar. Pasha re- 
plied that as Kevypt is the vassal of the porte, 
he could take no action without authority 
from Const2niinople. The Egyptian dip- 
lomatist had outwitted the French minister, 
and France then turned to England, Mr, 
Gladstone, in the meantime, had stated in 
parliament that Engiand was notin a posi- 
tion te decline the responsibility.

The sketches of M. Quad are not only brilliantly 
and graphically written, but they are invested with 
a human interest which it is difficult to describe, 
They are faithful as to details, accurate as to events, 
and abounding in that quality which gives force 
and strength to narrative and descriptive writing. 
There isnota dull page in this large yolume of 
more than five hundred pages, and not a line that 
can be twisted into partisanship. Everything is 
on a Jarge scale—luminous aud picturesque. There 
is hardly a sketch in the book that will not bear 
rereading, and this, after all-is the test of the value 
ofiterature of this sort. The volume is nore in- 
teresting than a novel, and its accuracy gives it 
the dignity of a history.

All attem pts of southern states and associations 
to attract foreign immigration to that section 
have been futile, for reasons that we have fre- 
quently stated. Whether sound or not, they have 
certainly been conciusiye. The foreign emigrant 
seeking a home or labor in this country has stub- 
bornly followed the westward course of empire, 
and given the milder climate and easier condi- 
tions of life at the south the go-by. THE ATLANTA 
CONSTITUTION takes the philosophical view that 


the south does not need foreign immigration, aud 
has ceascd to expect it. The problem which 
immigration was expected to scttle has settled 
itself. ‘*Free labor is cheap labor, and it has come 
to be reasonably reliabie.’’ The negro is filling 
his place better then any other class of laborers 
that can be obtained would do it. But, continues 
our contemporary, ‘‘the sort of immigration that 
the south needs itis getting. Men from the east, 
the north and the west, with capitato invest, are . 
coming amongus, They are to be found in every 
state of the south. In Georgia there is hardlya 
s¢ction of the state in which one or 
more of these thrifty capitalists cannot be found. 
These are the pioneers of the kind of immigration 
the south desires.”” No doubt itis the most de- 
sirable sort, #s supplying both capital and eater- 
prise. But there are mauy sectious of the south 
where the Germans, who now outnumber the im- 
migranis of any other nationality, wouldadd a val- 
uable element to the population, espaciaily in tae 
portious thatare devoted to market gardening 
snd emall, snug and  <diversified ground 
culture.

100 changes in the foreign service. The president’s 
programme bas been to dispose of the appoint- 
ments in the following order: First, the diplo- 
matic service; secoud, the territories; third, 
the district of Columbia; fourth, the post 
offices: fifth, the marshalshins, and sixth, the col- 
lectors of customs and of internal revenue, This 
programme is being rigidly adhered to, save in 
special cases where, on accovutof vacancies, or 
of some public exigency, an immediate appoint- 
ment is made necessary. The fact that the presi- 
dent is proceeding in this manner, furnishes a key 
to statements which he has made to many appli- 
cants that he has not as yet considered a 
particular subject, and does not wish to give audi- 
ences to these who wish to talk about appointments 
of that class. The system is so arranged that when 
the appointments under one head have been duly 
considered they-will be disposed of in a lump,end 
the president will then proceéd to the next class. 
The result will show that the president will have 
eccomplished more within the same time than any 
of his predecessors.’’

The East Tennessee Case, 


EpITORS CONTTITUTION: The undersigned coun- 
selfor complainants in the above case, desire to 
make the following statements: . 

1. The statement that this case involves only $175 
is entirely incorrect. The claims of the complaixn- 
ants in the bill aggregate over $75,000. 

2. The statement that complainants or their 
counsel are responsible for the present condition 
of affairs is unfounded, but defendauts have 
brought about the injuries of which they are 
seeking to make use. 

Judge Hammond, after full argument had at 
their sclicitation, decided that Judge Dorsey was 
the only lawful receiver and his possession the 
only Jawful possession, and that the property in 
Georgia Ought to be in the possession of the state 
court officer. That his possession can be main- 
tained without hurt to the property or embarrass: 
ment to its business is shown by the fact that Mr. 
Fink in Tennessee or Judge Dorsey in Georgia, 
operated this road harmoniously under the two 
courts for two weeks in January last, and no rea- 
son, sate the perpose of defendants to “rule or 
ruin’’ prevents a like conduct thereofin future.

per the last Havana bull fight of the 
sesson, | believe it was beld in commemora- 
tion of the resurrection of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Whatever event it was held to com- 
memorate, I am dead set against the revolting 
cruelties of the sport, and sh all never patron- 
ize a timilar exhibition again. I only went on 
the present accasion in order to get what Mar- 
garet Fuller terms univereal experience, and 
to be able to tetetisienily warn your readers 
against this sport, the natural culmination of 
the cock fight and dog fight mania which 
sometimes breaks out even in humane Christian 
America, 

The Havane bull-ring is located in the vil- 
lege of Regia, across the bey. From time to 
time the subject of a ring on this side of the 
water, in the heart of the city, has been moot- 
ed; but the city authorities require that any 
ring on this side shall be constructed of stone, 
and the expense involved has hitherto quashed 
the project. 

80 I took the ferryboat across the bay, and 
found myselt one hot afternoon at 4 o'clock in 
Regla.

I offered a man $2 for one of 
the other kind of tickets, for I could see no 
regular ticket office at all, and he gobbled the 
ofier up without hesitation. 

Then I entered one of the low doors, and 
found myself free tg sit where I pleased. 

There were only a few hundred present, and 
the crowd did not increase much afterward. 
The seats were plain wooden boards, wita 
nothing to lean the back against, and only @ 
slight railing below upon which to rest the 
feet. Around the very top was a row of family 
boxes, sesting four or six persons each, pro- 
vided with decent chairs. The ring itself was 
encircled by a light palisading of such a height 
that the actors could leap over it in case the 
were too hotly pursued by an infuriated bull. 
There were also four board screens close to this 
inclosing wall, distributed about the circle and 
placed sbout a foot from the wall, behind 
which the men could take refuge. a 

On one side was the gate at which his indig- 
nant bovine mejesty was admitted to the 
arena, while on another was the gate through 
which he was at last dragged lifeless to the 
butcher shop. . 

Opperite the entrance gate, at the top of the 
amphitheater was the private box of the judge 
of the fight, a specially large and well-equip- 
ped stall.

These 
rode up opposite the judge’s box and said the 
customary complimentary address to him, the 
boy holding the man’s hat, which had been 
tcesed to him, Then followed six fancifully 
costumed men, most of them apparently 
young,-with silk stockings, knee breeches, and 
tunics or cloaks richly embroidered with gold 
thread. Toaddto their courtly appearance 
their faces were powdered, they wore canoc- 
shaped hats, and had their long hair (?) done 
up ina wad at the crown of the head. Each 
of these youths carried a long piece of cloth of 
some brilliant, red, orange, brown, yellow or 
buff hue. These cloths. were tossed up tothe 
audience for examination.as a matter of form, 
and then returned to the bull-fighters. 

A number of men then entered, riding 
horees more bony and emaciated thanany Don 


’ Quixote ever eat estride. 


Three mules harnessed abreast, whose duty 
it wes to dragthe dead oxen from the ring, 
wound up the procession, simply crossing tiie 
arene, and making their exit by the gate pro- 
vided fcr the removal of the bulls. Then all 
the other superfluous features were with- 
drawn, leaving only two’men with long ape 
arined with a pike atthe end, mounted on 
their respective Rozinates, and the six men 
already referred to. The miserable horses 
were blindfolded, and their riders were attired 
in suits of what 'ooked like yellow leather, be- 
ing padded from the foot to the waist #0 as to 
prev ut the danger of being gored, and more 

road eombreros on their heads. 

Suddenly a long blast sounded on the bugle 
in the judge's box. 

The gates opened, and in pranced a bull 


with head down, and tail proudly held aloft. 


He rushed to the opposite side of the ring, 
snorting in angry perplexity, and then, 
obliged to halt, started back only to find him- 
celfegi > balked. His only ornament was a 
paper © $tte pinned to his back with papor 
streamers OX foot or two long floating behind. 

The six fancifully dressed youths now began 
their work of infuriating the beast. Throwing 
themecives in front of him as he paced back 
and forth, they would wave their bright-color- 
ed cloths before him, and then, when he 
Bprang at them, deftly sprang aside, 50 as to 
escape his onslaught, and allow the cloth to 
pass over his lowed head. Sometimes the bull 
would be so maddened by this treatment that 
he would whirl about and give chase for tho 

_ audacious personage who had thus flaunted 
the cloth in his face, causing the iatter to rush 
for refuge behind one of the four screens 
mentioned, or if he was not handy to one of 
these, to leap with great agility over the in- 
closing wall of the ring. 

in order to further irritate the bull, the two 
horsemen now took a hand 1n matters. 

When the bull came near them, they would 
poise their long x oe and make alunge at his 
neck, usually making a slight stab that caused 
the blood to dow, but usually being also un- 
seated by the bull. The deterioration of these 
bull fights is illustrated by the farcical nature 
of the encounter between the bull and these 
horses. Time was, and perhaps places now 
are, where instead of wretched good-for-noth- 
ing pieces of horse flesh, the best steeds in the 
realm would be selected to worry the bull in 
the ring; and there was no blindfolding of the 
eyes. The horees were so trained that they did 
mot fear the bull. They would wait till’ the 
critical moment of the charge, giving the rider 
time to wield his spesr pole, and thea leap 
twenty feet to one side. 

But these horses are choven because of their 
fitners for nothing else. 

They are blindiolded becaure otherwise they 
could net be made to stay in the arena. When 
the maddened bull charges upon them it is al- 
most a foregone conclusion that they will be 
overturned and the probabilities are that they 
will be fearfully gored. Then the refined 
audience may heve the “nleasure” of seeing 
the , whinneyine horse helped to his feet 
that he may be eti!! further urged into the 
fray—his entrails perbaps dangling from his

tween the bull and one of these horses, the 
borse wes thrown to the ground, wita injuries 
more or jess severe, and the rider’s legs fell 
under theanimal. Owing tothe thickness of 
the padding, however, there appeared to be 
no damage to the jimb. 

Then supernumeraries would help the trem- 
bling horse to his feet, if possible, and conduct 
him from the ring, while a bugle blast sum- 
moned another to takehis place. After sulli- 
cient prodding of this sort in order to 
thoroughly infuriate the bull, another bugle 
call summoned all the horsemen out of the 
ring, andthe six bull-fighters were left to 
contend with the bull. One would come for- 
ward, holding aloft in a tantalizing manner 6 
couple of sticks a foot or eighteen inches lon 
covered with fency colored papers. The bul 
would accept the challengeand make a charge, 
but es soon as he got almost upon his tormen- 
ter the latter would spring lightly aside and 
hurl his instruments at the neck or back of the 
bull m such a way that the unseen barb at the 
end fastened itself firmly into the tough 
bide. 

Then the bull would toss his head in pain, 
trying vainly to shake off the tormenting 
weapons. 

Other of the young bull fighters would do 
the same, until the beast’s neck was fall of the: 
fancy looking, but painful, instruments. — I 
marvelled at the ability ofthe young men in 
escaping the furious charges of the bull. 
There is a law here, I am told, which punishes 
any bull fighter who may be injured during 
the sport of the ring. aN 

Another bugle blast now signified that the 
work of slowly killing the bull should begin. 

One of the 1x fancifully costumed men took 
a large scarlet cloth, supported by a small rod 
underneath, in one hand, and a slender, plia- 
ble sword in the other. The whole six began 
aggravating the bull by shaking their briliiant 
cloths before him; and whenever he came near 
ihe leader the latter did the same, but man- 
aged to thrust his sword into the animal’s back 
the moment he dodged the furious charge. At 
first he could only get the sword to stick 1n 81x 
or eight inches. At each such stroke the bull 
would bellow, and rush madly about the ring 
with the sword vibrating above his back. New 


1 ewords weuld be provided, unless the first 


worked its way out, and ere longa sword 
would be plunged clear to the hilt—tull three 
feet into the animal’s body. 

The strength of the bull thus pierced began 
to fail, and after pawing the ground awhile he 
would back off rather than attack the irrita- 
ting ecarlet cloth. 

In the course of an hour he fell, exhausted 
by so many thrusts;a butcher came in and 
knifed him in the back of the neck, and the 
three reluctant mules dragged him out of the 
ring, that he might be cut up and put on sale 
in the market. There wassome huzzaing at 
epecially bold strokes on the part of theslayer, 
and when the exhausted beast dropped a few 
bouquets weretossed to him. Had it been 
some extraordinary occasion, with an amphi- 
theater full of spectators, men would have 
excitedly tossed their hatsin the arena, @5- 
teeming it a great honor for the victor to pick 
them up and toss them back at the owner. 

I may say here that there were not ten la- 
dies present. The Cuban ladies consider a 
bull fight outre and will not attend. There 
were three or four Spanish ladies in one box 
and half a dozen curious American ladies in 
another, whom I overheard to say that they 
“abominated the idea, but they must go in 
order to be able when they got back home t9 
enumerate as one of their achievements attend- 
ing a bull figbt.’’ 

T crawled up tothe top seatin the amphi- 
theatre, hoping that the view would be less 
vivid, but it was staringly vivid from all parts 
of the building. 

The second bull (there are always four at a 
regular bull fight) showed more spirit than 
the first, and the fighters had to be more wary 
in dealing with him. 

There was tke customary horsegoring at first, 
and the horsmen could not get a good chance 
to stab him with their longspears. But Span- 
ish ingenuity in such inhuman directions is 
not to be so easily set at naught. The horse- 
men were called off, and the barbed paper 
frameworks brought on. Instead of using the 
simple kind resorted to before, a kind was used 
the ends of which were loaded with fireworks. 
The moment the cruel sticks were fastened into 
the hide, a series of explosions began, tearing 
aud burning the hide after a shoczing fashion. 
Some ofthe reports were as loud as pistol 
shots,and one piece of the explosives flow 
clear upto the seat upon which I was station- 
ed. 

During this fusilede the bull tore around the 
ring inevident anguish, shaking his head and 
bellowing loudly. 

Then began theslow killing process For 
some time it was difficult to geéa fair lunge at 
the animal he wasso gamy. Onesword was 
thrust into his side, but after piercing the 
body for about a foot,came out below, and thus 
hung like a needle thrust through a piece of 
cloth by a lady who has laid down her sewing 

fora moment. Atlength two more swords 
were buried to the hilt in the back, the blows 
always being delivered from the froat over the 
horns. But with even these dreadful wounds 
the bull held out for some time, and maintain- 
ed a fiercely aggressive front. 

Finally he went the way of his 
and was ignominiously dragged o 

The third bull now snorted his way into the 
arena, showing even more spirit than the oth- 
ertwo who had preceded him. After the 

usual preliminary tortureg-the bugle sounded 
for the mortal combat.. But the audience evi- 
dently wanted one ofthe other artists to do 
the slaying this time, and everybody stood up 
on his seat and manipulated his mouta and 
his arms atthe same time in characteristic 
Cuban style. Inthe meantime, left to him- 
self, his bovine majesty tore down the gate 
and rushed in emong the stabled horses, 
goring right and left ata frightful rate. He 
was finally driven back, but escaped a secoud 
time while the audience was again making a 
jumping-jack of itself. At this point I was so 
disgusted that I-descended the stairsand pass- 
ed out between lines of gored horses, which 
surgeons were tryiug te save by sewing up the 
gaping wounds. 
_ My one regret in reviewing the performance 
is that the human beasts were not laid out 
with the others. Am I too severe?

ARRESTED FOR RaPE, 


4» Atianta Physician Picked up en a Very 
Serious Obarge—Undcr Arrest. 

Dr. 1. L. Couch, at 226 Wheat street, was 
the city’s guest yesterday and last night at 
police headquarters. ; 

Dr. Couch was arrested late Saturday night 
by Captains Crim and Moon, and his arrest 
was due to the existence of 4 warrant charging 
him with an outrageous assault upon 
Lula Reid, a sixteen year-old niece of J. M. 
Hagerman, who is a merchant on Wheat 
street. 

The developments yesterday consequent 
upen the arrest are quite sensational. Dr. 
Couch is a practicing physician, and is a mar- 
ried man. Hehas been living in Atlanta 
since 1879 and has always borne a fair repu: 


tation. The young lady who claims 
to have been outraged by Dr. 
Couch came from Alabama, where 


ber mother now lives, about eighteen months 
ago, and made her home in this city with her 
uncle, Mr. Hagerman. Both the physician 
and the young lady are well known in the 
eastern portion of the city. 

HOW THE ARREST CAME ABOUT. 

The crime with which Dr. Couch is charged 
in the warrant is alleged to have been com- 
mitted on or about the ninth day of Octo. 
ber, 1884. The warrant, however, 
Was not &£worn out until late 
Saturday evening when Mr. Hageman went 
before Justice Landrum and made the proper 
oath. From what can be ascertained it ap- 


_ pears that Dr. Couch and Mr. Hageman were 


Jiving in thesame house in 1884. The two 
families were on friendly terms and Dr. Couch 
and the young girl were trequently throwa 
together. Last fall during the presidential 
campaign Dr. Couch and Mr. Hagerman hada 
personal difficulty and the friendly relations 
between them was destroyed. 

Several days ago Captain Crim was ap- 
proached by Mr. Hageman, who 
requested a private talk. Mr. Hagerman 
then said to the captain that Dr. Couch had 
committed 

A CRIMINAL ASSAULT 


upon bis niece, Lula Reid, and that he wan- 
ted him arrested. Mr. Hagerman then asked 
the captain to go with him tosee his niece. 
Captain Crim went to Mr. Hagerman’s house 
end heard the young lady’s story. She 
stated that the offense was 
committed on or about the 9th of October, 
1854. She said that Dr. Couch had been treat- 
ing her and that ope day he came to her and 
said that he believed a buggy ride would bene- 
fit her health. He then proffered the use of 
bis horse and buggy, but she declined. That 
evening the went outon Marietta street to see 
a relative, Lute in the evening Dr. Couch drove 
uptoher aunt’s home and offered to take 
her to her home in his buggy. With- 
out suspecting anything she agreed to the ride 
and govin. Dr. Couch then drove up town 
and around several biocks until the youn 
lady lost ber bearing. She frequently aske 
him —— drive where he was going, and 
each time he replied that he was going to her 
uxcie’s home. She stiil thought

until they 
porition hotel. then knew 
that they were out of town and asked the do>- 
tor to turn back. This he refused to do, and 
continued the drive until he reached a grove 
beyond the old fair grounds. There under a 
tree the doctor stopped his buggy. He got out 
and asked the young lady to get out. She in- 
dignantly declined, and demanded to be taken 
back home. The doctor only laughed at 
her and then forcibly lifted her 
from the buggy. It was then that she charges 
the crime was committed. As they drove 
back to the city Dr. Couch talked to her, but 
she would not answer. This in substance was 
Miss Reid’s story. 

When Captain Crim asked Mr. Hagerman 
why he had waited so long before reporting 
the case, he said that he kuew nothing about 
it untiia month ago. Hethen informed the 
captain that soon after the alleged offense was 
commitied the young lady went to her home 
in Alabama, but that

over what had occurred that she left her 
home in Aiabama, came to Atlanta and told 
her uncle. This was the first intimation Mr. 
Hagermen says that he had ofthecrime. It 
was about one month ago, and he then waited 
to ascertain the truth in detail before doing 
anything. He gave his niece’s statement 
touching Dr. Coucha careful investigation, 
and beceme convinced that she had told him 
the truth. 

She 18 intelli- 
gent and tells her story ina clear, straight- 
forward manner. She has blue eyes, an 
abundance of dark hair and an attractive fig- 
ure. She says that she has been persuad- 
ing her uncle to have the doctor arrested for 
er wecks and told himon one occasion 
that

if her wrongs were not avenged. 
Miss Reid 18 now engaged 
to be married to a young man in Atlanta, She 
asserts that she regrets the notoriety this affair 
will give her, but that she deems it her duty 
to prosecute Dr. Couch. Miss Reid is the same 
young lady who was bitten in the hand by a 
mad dog on Cain street a few weeks ago. 


Dr. Couch is well known in Atlanta. He is 
a native of Tennessee but has 
passed nearly all his life in 
Georgia. He came 


TO ATLANTA FROM NEWTON COUNTY, 
and graduated in medicine in this city. He 
is a tall, fine looking man. He has a pleasant, 
easy address, and makes friends quickly and 
without trouble. He stands nearly six feet. 
He has jet black hair and a fine, long, black 
beard and dressing in good style. ‘The doctor 
denies the truth of the girl’s statement, and 
says that she is not to be believed. Dr. Couch 
reflects eeverely upon her character in

First Baptist Church, 
Dr. Hawthorne preached‘at the morning ser- 
vice to the usual crowded house. Subject: 


“ee knew your duty but you did it not.” 

Men may know and epprove the truth yet 
not love and obey it. They may recognize 
fully the claims of the gospel and expound 
them clearly and yet never honor God in their 
heart and their lives. Slaves to sensuality 
and to sin have pronouncei encomiums on 
Christ. Your admiration of high moral vir- 
tues in others isno evidence that your own 
heart is right, Said Ovid, I 
see the right and approve, but I practice the 
wrong. No one sang of chagtity in more pol- 
ished numbers, yet no one groveled deeper in 
sensuality. He sang with the gods, but made 
his bed with the swine. Horace, god-like in 
eonception, was in conduct vile: Nothing in 
French literature surpasses Rousseau on vir- 
tue, and his description of Christ stands un- 
excelled, whiie he led a life of depravity. 
Chapters of Voltaire contain the very essence 


from being like Christ as heaven from hell. 

Even the gambler, whose life has been 
spent in degrading his tellow man, who en- 
tices the youth to his dep, and educates him 
in crime, inveigles the husband from wife, 
and Jeads him to send his children to beggary 
and his wife to sorrow’s gloom, even he can 
become exstatic over Paul’s tribute to charity. 
From this we may draw several conclusions: 

1. A returning conscience furnishes no proof 
of goodness, in the heart. Self-reproach after 
crime committed is no evidence of a good life. 
Such aconscience is natural, and is no proof 
of either a love of holiness or of a hatred of 
Bin. Conscience is light, but not life. It 
recognizes the night, but imparts no inclina- 
tion tothe night. Judas had a great con- 
science, and no eloquence can depict his re- 
morse, when in gloom and anguish he threw 
the hated evidence ofhis guilt onthe floor 
and flew to the arms of self appointed death, 
to find the angel of relief. Angels fell,but their 
conscience remained and amid its tortures 
they still hate God and the trt:h. A man 
who comes to the church with oniy a _ troub- 
led conscience brings no evidence of conver- 
gion. 

2. An elevated moral sentiment is not 
proof ot love toGod. Your soul may warm 
and glow over the chivalric deeds and noble 
sacrifices of others, and yet your life be of un- 
mixed evil. All men admire Christ but all 
do notlove him.
